STEWART'S ADDRESS. 


An adverse wind blew into the JOUB 


HAL offioe a copy of a pamphlet thai 
Bill Stewart has been pleated to call 
an address to the people of Nevada, 
In the first nentenoe he «ecn«es the 
people of the State with an offense 
again at good morals by elating an nn 
truth. He accuses them with having 
elected him to the United States Sen 
ate five times. The number named 
inoludes the last time he received from 
officers of the State a certificate o 
eleetion to a teat in the Sanate, wbioh 
was a remit of disreputable meaa 
used to iecare it, after be had been 
defeated by the people. 


In the second sentence be states tba 


he has a right to expect from bii 
friends and neighbors generous and 
considerate treatment. A man before 
a bar of justice aocnsed with a gravi 
offense against the commonwealth in 
our age, has a right to be beard in hi 
defense, which right should not be de- 
nied to a man oct in bonde, who may 
not be for that reason any the lei 
gatlty of BU offense agkiaat the people 
although he holds a certificate of elec 
tioa which be ia pleased to flan at in 
their faces by wrongfully accusing 
them with baring eieoted him to the 
Senate a fifth time. 


His right to expect from his friend 


and neighbors generous and consider- 
ate treatment, snob us he has always 
received, may be true, as tbe rigb 
largely depends apon who are bis 
frieods and neighbors. Should th 
claim be intended to apply to the peo- 
ple there is a debatable problem pre- 
sented in it. Alexander tbe Great 
wben OB bis way to Babylen, throe 
his foster brother through with a 
spear, and thereafter became digoon 
solate over the deed and refused to 
leave bis tent. One sf bis courtiers 
invented a fiction as an excuse for tbe 
crime, that a king could do no wrong 
which fiction has been used in law ant 
fact to the present by imperialists to 
cover vile and wicked deed). 


It may be Bill Stewart the great in 


rotten borough politics, siuoe be has 
confessed that be is an imperialist 
means to apply the language, "right to 
expect from my friends and neigh- 
bors," etc., iu an imperial sense. There 
is not an argument in tbe pamphlet; it 
is chiefly made np of quotations anc 
facts taken from history, wbioh are 
applied in a r»ry clumsy manner by 
way of comparison, that is not en- 
titled to be classed as sophistry, as it 
has tbe style and is the work of a petti 
fogger in politic*. 


Tbe following example is quoted to 


support the charge. The first quota- 
tion is from a speech made by Mr. 
Bryan wben be gave his reasons for 
supporting the treaty with Spain. 
Mr. Bryan said: "In view of the eriti- 
olsms wbiob my aetiou. aroused in 
some quarters, I take this Decision to 
re-state the reasens given at tbe time, 
I thought it safer to trust the Ameri- 
can people to give independence to tbe 
Filipinos than to trust tbe accomplish- 
ment of that purpose to diplomacy 
with an unfriendly nation. Lincoln 
embodied an argument in the question 
when ha aiked, 'Can aliens make 
treaties easier than friends can make 
laws?' I bslieva that we are now in a 
better position to wage a successful 
contest against imperialism than we 
would have been bad the treaty been 
rejeoted." 


Then follows what Mr, Stewart has 


to. say, "A perusal of the entire speech 
will show that tbe charge of imperial- 
Jim is predicated upon tbe acquisition 
of the Philippines which was accom- 
plished through Mr. Bryan's influence 
and that the issue of imperialism is the 
crtation of Mr. Bryan himself.'' Ao- 
cording to Stevrirt Bryan charges im- 
perialism to th< acquisition of the 
Philippines which exoludes tbe sub- 
sequent acts of McKinley aud the 
trusts. Imperialism was accomplished 
through Bryan's influence at the time 
tbe treaty was adopted whicb excludes, 
as Stewart would have it, the after 
work of MoKinley and tbe trust*: In 
tbe Philippines. 


The issue of imperialism, n.as the 


work of Bryan which, excludes tbe 
weakue3s of McKinlejr aad tbe wicked- 
ness of a Republican Congress lait 
winter when 
the Forafcer bill was 


passed which laid a tax on products 
and imports of tbe island of Porto 
Kioo, which has destroyed its com- 
merce and brought In its train •' 
tion to its people.
